The salary increase, which 


assistant superintendent Ed- 
ward Murphy said was a three 
per cent across the board in- 
crease, moves starting salaries 
up from $6,695 a year to $6,895, 
and top salaries up from $12,875 
to $13,261. 


The salary increase will cost 


the district $29,977 the first year, 
he said.

The 
district will now pay premiums 
on insurance for the teachers' 
families.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


Senate narrowly approved a bill 
extending the five per cent sales 
tax to gasoline to raise funds for 
public transportation projects. 


The 22-13 vote Thursday — one 


more than needed — sent the 
measure By Sen. James Mills, 
D-San Diego, to the Assembly. 


Mills said it would raise $133 


million in its first year, $129 
million of that for local govern- 
ments and transit districts. The 
remaining $4 million would go to 
the state.

Countdown Continues 
To Go Smoothly For 
Apollo 15 Mission 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. (AP) 


— The countdown for Apollo 15, 
man's most ambitious moon 
mission, progressed smoothly 
today toward Monday's launch 
date. 


Throughout the night, the 


launch pad crews worked on the 
command ship and 
lunar 


module 
and 
installed 
a 


fiberglass cover designed to 
protect the command vehicle 
during the upward 
thrust 


through the atmosphere on 
liftoff. 


Most of the preparatory work 


on the Saturn 5 rocket was 
completed early in the six-day 
countdown. But the booster will 
be of prime concern in the final 
hours when more than 800,000 
gallons of liquid hydrogen and 
liquid oxygen are pumped 
aboard. 


The launch is set for 6:34 a.m 


PDT Monday. 


The astronauts — David R. 


Scott, James B. Irwin and 
Alfred M. Worden — planned 
several hours in spaceship 
simulators today, brushing up 
on many critical maneuvers 
planned during the flight.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — For 


the third consecutive year, the 
Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks convention has 
voted down a move to let blacks 
join the fraternal organization 


E. Gene Fourance of Canton, 


Ohio, the new president — grand 
exalted ruler — of the Elks, said 
it is a question of constitutional 
rights. 


The organization, he said, has 


the right under the First 
Amendment to admit whom it 
wants and to meet where it 
wishes in peaceful, private 
assembly. 


The question came at the 


Thursday session when the 3,000 
delegates were asked to delete 
the word "white" from the 
order's membership rules. 


"This is part of our Elk con- 


stitution and had been in the 
statutes since 1880 or perhaps 
before," Fournace said. The 
Elks were founded in 1868 by a 
group of New York actors 
seeking mutual aid.

Viet Cong Sappers In 
Major New Drive 


SAIGON (AP) — Moving 


under cover of a heavy barrage, 
Viet Cong sappers early today 
attacked the headquarters in 
Vietnam for the major new 
South Vietnamese drive in 
Cambodia. 
The American 


military compound in the base 
was also hit. 


Reports from the base at Tay 


Nmh, 55 miles northwest of 
Saigon, said four South Viet- 
namese perimeter guards were 
killed and two South Vietnamese 
soldiers and 
four 
American 


military 
policemen 
were 


wounded 


A 65-round mortar barrage hit 


the base, and then about 15 of the 
enmy broke through the barbed 
wire 


Military police at the base 


said 
the 
sappers' 
rocket 


grenades and satchel charges 
wrapped in banana leaves 
damaged about four barracks in 
the U S military police com- 
pound and two U. S 
UHl 


helicopters at an adjoining 


landing pad. 


The MPs said two of the at- 


tackers were killed. The target 
was believed to be the tactical 
operations center of the South 
Vietnamese 
18th 
Infantry 


Division, on the other side of the 
base, but the sappers never 
made it 


The MPs 
found about 40 


unexploded satchel charges in 
their compound after the attack 


"They were all over the 


place," said one MP 


The 18th division is controlling 


the 10,000-man drive in eastern 
Cambodia, and because most of 
the division's troops are taking 
part in the operation, the 
command post was defended by 
militiamen 


There was no report of con- 


tract with the enemy since a 21/4- 
hour battle late Thursday in 
which 37 North Vietnamese 
were reported killed, most of 
them by U. S. aircraft and South 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
were 


reported wounded.

Something To Ponder—Now 


Twenty years ago, the Santa Clara Valley was a sea of or- 


chards, green in the bountiful summer time, white with bloom in 
the spring. There were cities, and villages and farmhouses in- 
terspersed among the green and white, but the scene from the 
surrounding hillsides was essentially rural. And old-timers could 
remember days long before when the wild oats grew all over the 
valley higher than a vaquero's stirrups. 


The air in those days was sweet smelling and clear after the 


fresh early-morning overcast. Mount Hamilton stood out sharp to 
the east in the afternoon sun, and the forest-clad Santa Cruz 
Mountains on the west loomed range behind purple range. 


All that is gone now. There is a sea of roofs where the trees 


were, and it's a rare day when gray haze doesn't blot out the view of 
the mountains. Progress has come to the Santa Clara Valley There 
are a million people there now, and very few farms. 


What farms there are, are surrounded by cities and sub- 


divisions. Production has dropped and taxe.< have gone up as high 
as $250 an acre. Most farmers have sold their land and gone 
elsewhere. They were the lucky ones. There's a business slowdown 
now, and land is hard to sell now. But the taxes are still sky high. 


It's an unhappy picture. But it wasn't unforeseen. Way back in 


the 1920's, long before the big post World War II boom but when San 
Jose and its surrounding communities were already growing fast, 
there was significant opposition to the mad race on the part of the 
chamber of commerce and real estate developes to attract ever 
more people. But never enough. 


There is a warning there for the rest of us, though. It will take 


more than a few voices, more than half-hearted effort to head off 
similar unhappy occurrences elsewhere. 


Nearly all of California's valley cities, like San Jose, were built 


in the middle of rich agricultural regions. That was the reason for 
the city being there —- to serve the productive countryside around 
it. Red Bluff is a bit more fortunate than a lot of other valley cities 
that way. It was originally a transport city as much as a farm city 
It is at the spot where steamboat cargoes were unloaded and sent 
on by wagon and mule. Tehama County's largest areas of most 
productive land are not immediately surrounding the old city But 
now the city is spreading out into the agricultural lands, as is 
Corning, and as Los Molinos and other small communities may 
soon do. 


Do we want that? That is something to ponder — now.

problems of the inner city: 
poverty, crime, poor education 
and lack of jobs that spurred 
Father McLaughlin to question 
the traditional role of parish 
priest. 


"My Baltimore, white, middle 


class and Irish-Catholic heritage 
somehow led me to want to be a 
j)riest," he said. "Upon or- 
dination, I was assigned to a 
poor West Baltimore parish." 


"I 
became 
a 
typically 


hyperactive, young successful 
inner city priest. . . the horror 
of it all had to lead up to an 
answer to the question, 'Why?' " 


"Where was my Church, 


where was my country in regard 
to these most basic human 
needs," he said. 


Father McLaughlin, 31, began 


to speak out, to protest against 
the draft and the war, to 
associate with the 
Berrigan 


brothers and he was arrested in 
January. 


"I was surprised and scared in 


jail," he said. "The people — the 
poor 
black 
and 
Spanish- 


speaking people — understand 
that in the system, when you 
attempt to do something about 
the conditions in which they are 
forced to live, you get in trouble. 
I didn't understand that." 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Small Town Speed Traps In East And South 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Across the 


nation this summer weekend, 
hundreds of motorists will fall 
victim to a legal form of high- 
way robbery: the speed trap. 


The scenario is familiar to 


thousands: You are traveling a 
well built, open highway and you 
pass through a small town that 
isn't even on your map. You fail 
to notice the rusted-over speed 
signs 


From out of nowhere, a local 


cop in blue appears and waves 
you off the road. With a "shucks 
folks" smile, he informs you 
that you have just speeded past 
a hidden radar, gone through an 
amber light, or crossed the solid 
line. 


The cop writes a ticket, then 


instructs you to follow him to the 
justice of the peace. There you 
post bond, if you are fortunate 
enough to have cash or an ac- 
cepted credit card. Otherwise 
you may spend the night in jail. 


While 
speed 
traps 
are 


defended as a legitimate device 
for insuring highway safety, 
they are more often blatant 
gimmicks for fattening local 
treasuries and serve only to 
breed contempt for the law. 


NOTORIOUS TRAPS 


We have pinpointed some of 


the nation's most notorious 
speed traps. Most are in the 
East and Middle West Here are 
some of the main ones: 


— Much of Delaware. State 


officials 
assert 
they 
are 


desperately trying to control a 
soaring accident rate. State 
police employ every device in 
the book, including unmarked 


patrol cars, hidden radar, and 
aircraft surveillance. And if 
justice were administered even- 
handedly there might be no 
complaint. But roads leading to 
the Delaware beaches, which 
are straight and flat and con- 
ducive to speeding, are par- 
ticularly heavily patrolled. 
Justice here is swiftly and often 
harshly administered to youths 
and out-of-staters. 


— Ludowici, Georgia. This 


backwater town on U. S. 301 is 
little more than a crossroads, 
but it is known for the most 
infamous speed traps in the 
country. Former Georgia Gov. 
Lester Maddox himself labeled 
the local officials "corrupt" and 
erected billboards warning 
travelers of speed traps and clip 
joints. Ludowici's bag of gim- 
micks has even included trick 
lights. Ticketing has leveled off 
in the two months since the local 
political boss died, but -motorists 
are still reporting arbitrary 
arrests. 
— Southern Virginia, U.S. 301 
south of Petersburg has long 
been regarded by experienced 
travelers as a road to avoid. For 
example, speed limits change 
abruptly where Interstate 95 
merges with route 301. And if 
you blink your eyes, you'll miss 
the town of Stony Creek, 
population 437. Although the 
town is off route 301, its "cor- 
porate limits" extend across 
this highway and the speed limit 
is arbitrarily reduced. 


1-64 between Richmond and 


Williamsburg 
is 
also 
in- 


complete. Speed limits change 
suddenly when Interstate 1-64 
merges with old U. S. 60. Radar 


equipped troopers often lie in 
wait in the woods for cars that 
don't slow down quite in time 


The tiny town of Glen Lyn on 


U. S. 460, right on the West 
Virginia 
line, 
employs 
a 


vigorous local officer who 
sometimes carries a justice-of 
the peace right in the car with 
him. Other spots to avoid in 
Virginia include Independence 
on U. S. 21 and U. S. 58; U. S. 58 
between Clarksville and South 
Hill; andU. S. 1 from McKenney 
to the North Carolina line. 


— South Bloomfield, on U. S. 


23, and Fayetteville, where 
routes 50 and 68 intersect, both 
in Ohio, In South Bloomfield 
local police wait on side streets 
to ticket violators of the trick 
amber light. Most of those cited 
are out-of-staters. Mayor Lester 
George is the town judge and 
fines average $20. Another 
mayor, Harold 
Brewsaugh, 


presides over the court in 
Fayetteville, 
which takes in 


about $2,000 a month 
on 


speeding violations. Speed signs 
are poorly placed and rusted 
and are difficult to see at night 
Fayetteville puts on two part- 
time police on weekends to 
handle tourists caught in their 
trap. 


— Glencoe, Ala. Just south of 


Gadsden onU. S. 431, Glencoe is 
another town set off the highway 
whose limits extend over the 
road. The town rakes in $2,000 a 
month in traffic fines, with 
undue emphasis on out-of-state 
drivers. Local AAA official W. 
B. Timmons frankly calls the 
town a "tourist trap" and urges 
motorists to avoid it. 


The American Automobile 


Association is in a little - 
publicized battle with state 
governments over such sleeper 
devices as hidden radar, un- 
marked police cars and air 
surveillance. The AAA thinks 
they lack deterrent value. State 
police disagree. 


Footnote: The national AAA 


has its own traffic problems 
with its "locals." Many AAA 
chapters would rather stay in 
good with their hometown 
friends than report the local 
speedtrap to AAA headquarters. 
John J. Wickstead of the AAA 
club in Virginia, for instance, 
told us even if he knew of a speed 
trap, "I wouldn't publicize the 
fact. We're very much in- 
terested in the tourist business." 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Lindsay as Democrat?

Once again, reports are cir- 
culating in Washington that 
Mayor John Lindsay will switch 
to the Democratic party as a 
prelude to running for the 
presidency. Sources close to 
Lindsay say the announcement 
will come within a week. 


McGovern Woos Students — 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S. D., 
wants the states to allow college 
students to register for voting 
near their colleges. McGovern, 
a liberal candidate for the 
Democratic 
presidential 


nomination, has called on 
Kennedy era brain-truster Myer 
Feldman to come up with draft 
legal petitions. If the plan looks 
workable, McGovern will move 
first in New York and Califor- 
nia. Success there would set 
precedents for action in other 
state courts.

Donald C. Riblet of Braden- 


ton, an environmental education 
consultant 
based 
at 
the 


Education Research Center at 
the University of Florida, 
thought about these parents and 
came up with some simple 
suggestions to help them help 
their children develop proper 
attitudes and values about their 
environment. 


But first a parent has to know 


what 
"this 
environmental 


thing" is all about. And ac- 
cording to Ribler it's 
quite 


simple. 


"All 
our 
environmental 


problems trace back to two 
things, overpopulation and 
excessive 
consumption per 


person. And anything we do to 
reverse these trends is great." 


Parents, 
he said, should 


realize Americans consume so 
very much A child born in 
America will consume, during 
his lifetime, 25 times as much as 


a child born in an under- 
developed country, he ex- 
plained. 


He said the definition people 


usually hear of environment is 
"everything other than one's 
self." But he feels parents 
should learn that environment is 
"everything including one's self, 
because 
of 
the 
impacts 


physically, psychologically and 
socially each of us has on his 
environment." 


Riblet stressed the fun part of 


learning this with children. And 
why can't learning an en- 
vrionmental word a day with 
your child be fun. 


He threw out such words as 


biodegradable, 
dissolved 


oxygen, 
carbon 
monoxide, 


sulfur dioxide.

A small ball of fur slowly expanded and contracted in the deep breathing of sleep. A little 


kitten was curled in a secure corner of the sofa. This little bit of life was brought into the home by 
our son as a gift from a friend. In this household it represented nothing in the way of things that the 
world too often uses to measure value. It brought no wealth, no power, no prestige, no honor, glory 
or position, yet it seemed to sense that the whole family would come to its defense if threatened by 
harm. This is a small glimpse of what it means to love. 


The Christians in this text have presented to them its "more excellent way." After having 


discussed what many then (and even yet today) consider the hallmarks of "religion" the apostle 
goes on to point up the fact that all of these things are nothing without love. 


The letter of which this is a part was written because jealousy and desire to "lord it over" 


others is an ever-present tendency; one which some have even identified as being part of the very 
nature of original sin. 


The apostle wrote to point out that the gift of tongues and prophecy, the ability to understand 


mysteries and knowledge, as well as the possession of faith, the willingness to do benevolences 
and even suffering martyrdom are only means to "a more excellent" end, which is the attainment 
of godly love, and the acquisition of skill in expressing it and evoking it from others. 


How many of the tragedies of Christian history has resulted from the substitution of a lesser 


excellence for the most excellent? The whole religious community suffers embarrassment from 
prophecies which have failed to come to pass; the wrong guesses made in trying to unravel 
mysteries; the terror that faces the world now as a consequence of the pursuit of knowledge for its 
own sake. 


One bleak example was the ability of political rulers at the time of the Reformation to distract 


attention of Christian people from this "more excellent way" and induce them to seek to establish 
the one true faith. This resulted in the repulsive spactacle of long, bloody wars carrying a religious 
label. How different history would have been if the Christian segment of humanity had kept using 
its resources to pursue and establish the one true love! 


It takes every resource to seek to be by God's grace a people who are long suffering, kind, free 


from envy, and pretense, who find no enjoyment in belitting others; a people free from un- 
becoming ambition and self-seeking; a people not easily provoked who would not empute evil nor 
engage in gossip nor rejoice in someone else's doing wrong; a people who rejoice in the truth, who 
could bear all things, believe all things, hope all things, endure all things, whose love would never 
fail — What a task for the church! The task would be renewed every generation as each child 
would have to learn the faith to believe. (Faith is the characteristic of a child). The out of the faith 
theirs could be that divine hope. (Hope is the characteristic of the adolescent.) Hope opens the 
way to experiencing of love. (Love is characteristic of mature personalities.) 


Thus the church has set before it the greatest, the most noble task of finding the meaning and 


the appropriate expression of God's love in our day. This love is bestowed on all without regard for 
the worthiness of its object and it creates, saves, and preserves from preversion all other loves (of 
which it is the root;. It has within it the power of redemption. It is creative of good and value. It is 
the fountain of virtue, the source of peace, the very ground and meaning of the universe. It is 
inexhaustible, and elernal, evoked from us by God's love for us, and lays upon us an inescapable 
demand to be cont:nuously expressed in the ceaseless seeking of the good of our fellow creatures.

Appeals Court Rules 
Abortions Are Legal; 
Reverses 1967 Law 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


state appeals court has ruled 
that all abortions performed in 
California are legal if performed 
by a licensed physician in a 
licensed hospital. 


The 2-1 decision Thursday by 


the state Court of Appeal holds 
unconstitutional a requirement 
of 
the state's 
liberalized 


theraputic abortion law of 1967 
which required abortions be 
approved by a committee of 
hospital physicians. 


That 
law also 
required 


abortions to be performed only 
in hospitals accredited by 
professional organizations. The 
court ruled the hospital need 
only be licensed by the state 
Department of Public Health. 


The 1967 act liberalized a 98- 


year-old statute that allowed 
abortions only to save a 
mother's life. 


Justices Richard M. Sims and 


Norman Elkington concurred in 
the majority decision on an 
appeal from a criminal abortion 
case in Alameda County. 


It upheld the 1967 act provision 


which restricts abortions to the 
first 20 weeks of pregnancy. 


"We are impelled to consider 


that a woman has a con- 
stitutional right to terminate her 
pregnancy, subject only to 
reasonably 
imposed 
state 


restrictions 
designed 
to 


safeguard the health of the 
woman and to protect the ad- 
vanced fetus," the majority 
decision said.
